Tobacco Quotas Boosted 
For '45 By Government 


WASHINGTON. NOV 
16 — Tire 
government moved today to make 
more cigarettes available in the fu­ 
ture by increasing 1945 production 
quotas of cigarette tobacco 
The W ar 
Food 
adm inistration 
said farmers will be permitted next 
year to plant three per cent more 
flue-cured and two lier cent more 
burley 
tobacco — principal 
types 
used in cigarettes. 
Reduced stocks of tobacco, cou­ 
pled with large overseas military 
and lend-lease demands and in­ 
creased domestic demand were said 
to be factors in the present ciga­ 
rette shortage. 
O ther factors, of­ 
ficials said. include shortages of 
labor for cigarette m anufacture and 
of shipping containers as well as 
consumer hoarding. 
Flue-cured and burley tobacco are 
grown under rigid government crop 
control programs which 
penalize 
farm ers for excess production.

CITES NEW ALLOYS 
NEED FOR USE IN 
FUTURE AIRCRAFT

, tion of new alloys for the jet planes 
of future war was called for today 
: by Maj Gen. G. H. Baines, chief 
I of research for U. S. ordnance,

Gen. Barnes did not specifically 
m ention rockets in a report to the 
first wartime meeting of the Na- 
1 ttonal Academy of Sciences. But the 
! jet plane needs he outlined are al- 
1 most exactly the same as those pub- 
| liahed for rockets before this war 
' was started. 
I 
The new alloys, he said, are need­ 
ed to 
stand 
extraordinary 
heat 
i This heat comes from the explosive 
discharge of hot gas es, or of the 
series of .separate rapid-fire explo­ 
sions, which drive a jet plane or a 
rocket. 
The rocket heats in the past have 
been extremely high. apparently be­ 
ing above the jet plane heat. 
“The introduction of jet propul­ 
sion into war m ateriel." Gen Barnes 
said, “creates an additional need 
for steels to w ithstand abnorm al 
elevated tem peratures. 
The 
alloys 
now available are costly, difficult 
to produce, and may not be avail­ 
able in sufficient quantities should 
this development become a m ajor 
factor in w arfare.” 
Another future war possibility Is 
use boron, 
tellurium 
and 
other 
chemical elem ents for alloying the 
m aterials th at go into ordnance. 
Boron, he explained, has been used 
in American steel-m aking in this 
war and its use is still widening. 
Boron, fam iliar to the public only 
as boric acid for eye washes, was 
one of numerous things which en­ 
abled the nation, when alloys were 
critically short in the present war, 
to reduce the alloy content of shells 
and arm or by one quarter, without 
reduction in efficiency. 
Among the great scientific strides 
in this war, he said, are 
casting 
arm or plate instead of rolling C ast­ 
ing was started with practically no 
knowledge of the process. Before the 
war Swedish steel was used almost 
exclusively for high-stressed springs 
Now a new m ethod, still secret, pro­ 
duce* much better springs. 
Gun barrels up to 75 mm are 
now rolled in seamless tubing mills 
The continuous 
strip mills, th at 
rolled thin auto steel, learned how­ 
to roll thick ship plate. And. said 
Gen. Barnes, in no other way could 
the abnormal dem and of the Navy 
and m aritim e commission have been 
met.
